Of course, this has little or no bearing on 
the soundness of the result, as with concrete 
blucks of this type high strength is not ex- 
pected, but it has an important bearing on 
the question of production. Great care, how- 
ever, has to be taken in the selection of the 
breeze, as the addition of even a small per- 
centage of a harmful type of coal, which 
oxidises und expands, results in a block which,

It is interesting to note that if a fairly 
high percentage of coal of this type is present 
in the aggregate, and a Jarge amount of water 
is used in the mix, the blocks may never set 
The expansion of the coal in that case 1s con- 
temporaneous with the weeks over which set- 
ting and hardening occur, and it results ap- 
parently in a continuous disruption of the 
setting material. Such a block usually ex- 
hibits a hard surface skin, In which a more 
rapid set has occurred, owing, probably, to 
more rapid drying-out and to carbonation ; 
this skin is normally cracked. The interior 
of the block after many months may be pul 
verised and show little set.

It was found possible to retain a consider- 
able amount of the original stonework in the 
cornices and balustrades of the main building 
surrounding the dome. The peristyle of the 
dome itself had to be heensiiehed and rebuilt 
from the main attic level—the lower part in 
Ballyknocken granite, the peristyle and attic 
in Ardbracken stone, backed with brick con- 
crete. The stone work was all worked at the 
quarry, but set by Dublin tradesmen. The 
figure of Commerce removed during salvage 
operations had been carried on a stone drum 
supported on two intersecting stone arches, 
with iron bands and ties in the reconstructed 
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dome, In the new dome it is carried upon a 
cone of ferro-concrete 10” thick. 

Scaffolding of a special nature had to be 
erected for the purpose of carrying the statue, 
which weighs 11 tons, during the construction 
of the dome.

It is now two years since two lengths of 
reinforced concrete were laid on a bog ram- 
part in Co. Kildare on the national trunk road 
between Kiidare and Monasterevan. These 
sections of road in spite of the poorest form 
cf foundation and the fact that buses and 
heavy lorries cross the bog daily, are in ex- 
cellent condition, have had little if any main- 
tenance, and indicate that a life of many 
years may be expected. 

Following on the experience gained in Kil- 
dare and on a like road Jaid in Co. Armagh 
in 1925, work is new beginning in two 
counties in the North, on main roads carrying 
very similar trafhe over bog. The following

£2,000,000 ROAD. 
————— 


Lancashire County Council Main Roads 
and Bridge Committee have recommended 
the acceptance of the tender of Sir Lindsay 
Parkinson, of Blackpool, for the construc- 
tion of the new road from Liverpool to Man- 
chester, at a cost of just over £2,000,000. 

The road will be 25 miles long, and an 
additional two miles is being constructed 
within the boundary of the City of Liver- 
pool. About 457 acres of land will be re- 
quired, 130 houses will have to be de- 
molished and new ones built to replace the 
tenants; nine railway bridges will have to 
be constructed, three colliery railway bridges, 
22 bridges streams and one canal 
bridge. 

The road will be 120 feet wide, providing 
for a central carriageway of 40 feet, bounded 
on each side with a 10-foot grass verge, and 
two roads each 20 feet wide for the slow 
traffic and two footpaths 10 feet wide. 


INDUSTRIAL PROFITS IN 1928.

Industrial profits in 1928 are exhaustively 
surveyed in The Timea Trade and Lnginee? 
ing Supplement. It is shown, by means of 
tables dealing with the-balance-sheets of a 
large number of British companies grouped 
under 14 main headings; that m‘the heavy 
trades, “as a whole, «the» year was one of 
slow but weleome improvéemest..The iron and 
steel companies .iveluded ip tbé survev paid 
their way for the first time sinee 1925, though 
their actual] earnings représented less than 1 
per cent. on their capital, Heavy engineer- 
ing more than recovered the ~set-tack~ in 
profits in 1927, but the lighter and more pros- 
perous engineering trades, particularly the 
motor industry, did not fully maintain their 
position, : 

The railway companies failed to ofíset bv 
economies in expenditure the whole of the 
considerable drop in gross receipts resulting 
from trade depression and road competition, 
while the larger shipping concerns carried a 
greater tonnage than in 1927 at lower average 
freights and with a significantiy decreased 
“ load factor.”’ A table of the total dividends 
paid each year since 1925 shows that in 10 
cases more was paid out in dividends last 
vear than in 1927, while in only four cases 
did the reverse condition apply. Finally, 1t is 
pointed out that the majority of British 
directors would seem to be anticipating a 
rise in profits during 1929 in view of their 
decision to pay out a somewhat larger pro- 
portion of profits last vear than has been 
customury im tecent periods.

ITS SCENIC BEAUTY AND ITS PATHOS.

HEN we said that we would “arise i 
and yo to Innisfree, that was 
merely a figure of speech. We did not 
yeally intend to visit that delectable isle 
where 'peace comes dropping slow, as 
we understood that it was somewhat 
inaccessible, Rather should we have said 
that we would arise, and “ seek for 
slumbering trout’? where the’ “ wander- 
ing water gushes from the hills above 
Glencar.” 

We embarked for Sligo at the “Broad- 
stone Station. Those who have been 
across the midlands by rail know that 
the scenery, though pleasant and ome, , 
is far from ecstatic, and 1 fear that we 
should have been content to nod in the 
corner of our third-class carriage had 
not a prophet arisen unexpectedly. This 
was a big man in the next compartment, 
evidently a returned exile. He were the 
peaked cap, muffler and navy-blue clothes 
affected by seafaring folk, while the 
accent of his daughter, who accompanied 
him, proclaimed him a quayside labourer, 
probably from Liverpool or Manchester. 

The man himself spoke English well, 
the strong touch of his native accent only 
serving to render more pleasing his deep, 
musical ——wvoice. Though aduiittedly 
slightly inebriated by the old familiar 
juice, if was not affecting him half as 
much’ as the scenery and the sight of 
homely objects, by which he was wholly 
intoxicated.

not more that ten miles 
so one fine morning we hired 
bicycles and set off to hunt up those 
slumbering trout. The day was ex- 
tremely warm, and, though our heads 
were encircled all the way by a halo of 
flies eager to taste us, nevertheless we 
enjoyed the ride through sunny pastures 
and alone the leafy roads edged by the 
thousand scented things which in summer 
deck the Lrish hedyerows. As we neared 
the Jake we felt’ the eagerness of horses 
yunning to fodder,.as a friend describes 
the gusto of fishermen nearing water. 
Golfers hastening to the course, women 
sighting a house for*saJe, children run- 
ning to a tea-party—all do the same. 

Alas! thie trout had been doped. Mr. 
Yeats’s fairies had given them unquiet 
dreams, liad poisoned their minds against 
Mrs. (iarnett’s seductive flies. Nothing 
would induce them to bite. So, after a 
couple of hours, resulting in nothing but 
empty baskets and midge-inÍested 
clothes, in exasperation we fled the scene. 

Here we entered in a mild way into a 
street of adventure. We determined to 
cache the Junch-basket, the rods and 
eiceteras here in Glencar, and to go for 
a ride in through the country, come back, 
and, after a leisurely meal, tempt the 
trout when on their evening rambles. 
We cycled on and on, losing count of time 
and distance, lured by the exquisite 
weather and the scenery which, for us in 
lreland, seems to be meat and drink if 
only we get a bit of sunshine as a relish 
with it. We leaned over bridges, we 
Jounged by streams, we explored. woods, 
we stalked wild things. Then suddenly 
we were aware that it was late afternoon, 
and that, though we were very hungry, 
we had nothing to eat. 


‘MOUNTAIN SICKNESS.” 


We headed for Glencar, which we had 
leit at least thirty miles away, and were 
ymaking a good pace when bang went our 
iyres. We had ridden into a veritable 
trap, the sweepings of a newly-clipped 
thorn hedge. We mended three punctures, 
but there still remained one which abso- 
Jutely refused to mend. There was nothing 
for it but to ride on the rim or get 
down every five minfites and pump. By: 
combininy both we managed to vet alo 
slowly. We were now hours delayed in 
our oricinal time-chart; evening was 
approaching, and we still had to cross a 
hich, long road over a spur of bills. 

We had just topped this spur when 
we were overtaken by the “hungry grass 
or “mountain sickness,” as that feeling 
of weakness and nausea caused by bunger 
and the rare air of the hills is called. 
Even a small piece of lood dissipates the 
sensation, and im this case salvation came 
through a few sticky caramels lovingly 
disinterred from a _ bruised paper bag. 
These helped us to get along for a few 
miles, but we felt that we must have 
something to eat. We hesitated to ask 
for help at the doors of some poor isolated 
cottages we passed, but finally determined 
to try a rather prosperous-looking public- 
house at a cross-roads. The idea struck

She returned shortly with bread, 
butter, tea and two plates each contain- 
ing the hind quarter of a rabbit and a 
slice of bacon. As we ate this, we 
thought rabbit the most enticing game we 
had ‘ever tasted, and wondered why kings 
did not partake of it oftener. In fact, it 
was only when we had finished our por- 
tions, and had fearlessly sampled a well- 
constructed jam cake, borne’ in 
triumphantly -w a Jittle girl, that we 
began to see Mr. Bunny in his true per-

“Well, now, that will be one and eight- 
pence altogether,” said the good woman 
when we called her to pay the reckoning ;

Moreover, it was still along 
time till dark; so, taking advantage of 
a well by the roadside, we located the 
puncture, mended it, and arrived back in 
Glencar in time to claim our cache by 
daylight. 

We had now no use for the sandwiches, 
the tomatoes, the bananas and the 
oranges. We hated to waste them, yet 
grudged giving them to the gorged trout 
who had despised our flies; and we were 
still debating it when a poor man came 
toiling up the hill. He had a bag slung 
over his back and was badly clad, We 
took him to be a travelling man and de- 
termined to dump our provender on him. 

On his bidding us a fine evening, we 
had our opportunity, and after first ask- 
ing him was it many miles to Sligo, .we 
offered him the provisions as diplomati- 
cally as we could.

Rosses Point is within a stone xs throw 
of Sligo, and a frequent bus service adds 
to the attraction of going there. The 
Point itself, thrust out into Sligo Bay, is 
a beautiful and bracing spot. Golfers 
will find in a great, natural amphitheatre 
one of the finest courses in Ireland, but 
there are other attractions. Three lovely 
strands of whitest sand invite to bathe 
those who cannot resist a strand, of whom 
J am one. We bathed there frequently, 
ulterwards, wandering round the point 
and doing some amateur archzological 
research, identifying “ artifacts,’’ or see- 
ing in the heaps of shells near earth 
mounds the: débris from the kitchen of 
some primitive cousins.

Where you see a tender green 
spray of seaweed, like a tiny bunch of 
oakleaves or watercress, there dig, and 
you will get your man. It was almost 
infallible, and after that I became a ruth- 
less cockle-hunter, searching out the hid- 
den mollusc with an eye gleatning like 
that of a big-game hunter. They were 
eaten in their cooked form—1t.e-, india- 
rubber bits—by a guest at the hotel, an 
old gentleman from the south, who in- 
sisted on calling them the chicken of the 
sea, an honour I always understood to 
fall to the whiting.

1815—Harrish, the sweep, the last man 
publicly whipped through the 
streets of Dublin. 

1848—John Mitchel, Charles Gavan 
Duffy and other members of the 
Young Ireland Society. 

1867—The Fenian prisoners. 

1883—The Invincibles, the murderers of 
Lord Frederick Cavendish and 
Mr. Burke.”’

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New Zealand Flax. 


Your reference to the late Lord Powers- 
court and New Zealand flax, writes an 
Ulster Correspondent, reminds me that 
many years ago an attempt to introduce it 
was made in the Northern province, and 
in more recent years, in the Dingle penin- 
sula, Lord Ventry endeavoured in vain to 
make it a commercial success on his beau- 
tiful Kerry estate, and even brought an 
expert across the Atlantic to superintend 
the work. Its first introduction to the 
South of Ireland was as far back as the 
troubled year, 1798. 

Ita Latin name, I believe, is Phormium 
tenaz, and from the stalks I have seen 
growing wild in Kerry I should imagine 
that it grows luxuriantly, and that its 
fibre is like hemp. It is most unlike the 
common flax that is the raw material of 
the great Ulster linen trade. It is cut 
down, not pulled by the root like the 
European plant; and its height, stiffness 
and shape gave it the appearance of a pale 
green sword, getting darker towards the 
point, with reddish edges. 

A native of New Zealand, it was first 
discovered to Europeans by Sir Joseph 
Banks and Dr. Solander, who accompanied 
Captain Cook on his first voyage of dis- 
covery. Banks brought it home with him 
to the Royal Gardens at Kew in 1789, and 
from Kew it was distributed in England 
and the Continent, mostly for ornamental 
gardening. 

With the Maoris it was a plant of con- 
siderable importance, and was useful for 
clothes, cordage, fishing lines, etc. The 
demand for flax products created by the 
American Civil War led to attempts to 
commercialise its manufacture by arti- 
ficial means, but, the machine-made pro- 
duct never equalled that of the highly 
skilled Maori handicraft. 


A Rattled Rat. 


While walking along a country road 
recently I witnessed a most interesting 
incident. A sparrow was pecking away at 
a piece of bread about the size á cricket 
ball, when a rat darted cut of the hedge 
and tried to drag the bread away. 

The sparrow retired about a yard 
distant, where it was joined by another, 
larger sparrow, and the two of them stood 
side by side watching the rat making 
ineffectual efforts to get the bread into the 
hedge. It really seemed as though the two 
birds were discussing the best means of 
outwitting the rat. 

Suddenly the larger sparrow flew up into 
the air for about two feet, and then 
dropped like a stone on the rat’s neck, at 
she same time giving the rat a vigorous 
peck on the head. (It might have been 
m the eye, but the action was too swift 
for me to be sure). 

The sparrow’s attack completely over- 
vame the rat, which gave a series of sharp 
cries and retreated into the hedge, leaving 
the bread to the victors.

CATHOLIC EMANCIPATION, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—If read in connection with, and in 
addition to, the admirable letter ot Colonel 
Claude Cane and the equally admirable 
leading article in last Friday s Trish Times, 
the idllowing letter, addressed after the Earl 
of Donoughmore’s death to the patriot peer s 
surviving brother, can s¢ercely fail of being 
interesting and suggestive. Ít was written 
by Dr. Doyle, Catholic ACS: of Kildare and 
Leichlin—the renowned “ .K.L. —who is 
generally regarded as the ablest Irish Catholic 
f modern times t-— ; 

Or ier Law . « » « The only allevia- 
tion of such a grief as yours—a grief which 
has its source in the womb where men are 
formed—is to be found in that religion which, 
creating us anew, desires that, when death 
separates us, we ‘be not sad like others who 
have no hope,’ knowing that He W ho died 
and rose again for us will reassemble us in a 


} better life, where pain and sorrow will be no 


re. 

“The good works of your brother were not 
confined to individuals, to a city, or to a 
shire; they extended to all men; they were 
concentrated upon us—the Catholics of 
Ireland. We were the inheritance, and he 
was the hereditary advocate of a poor and 
oppressed a. He knew the unmerited 
wrongs we suffered; he communed with us m 
all our disappointments and trials; he ate 
with us the bread of affliction, and made al! 
our grievances his own. 

‘During the few years of my acquaintance 
with him I had opportunities for discerning 
not only the exertions of his acute and able 
mind in our favour, but also his deep con- 
viction of the purity of our views, of the 
innate justice of our claims, as well as the 
comprehensive utility of embodying our 
strength, our interests and our affections with 
the strength and interests and the affections of 
our fellow-subjects. I saw how he disdained 
all petty traffic about ‘securities,’ which be- 
spoke distrust, and tended, if consummated, 
to impair public Jiverty and create a 
dangerous influence. I witnessed the mind of 
your noble brother elated with hope when, 
upon the King’s visit to Ireland, a prospect 
opened to him of our trials abating and of 
those who are estranged in affection from the 
land of their birth returning to a better 
sense. But I saw him in other circumstances. 
I saw him on his return from Lord Liverpool, 
a few days previous to the last rejection of 
our prayer in the House of Lords. I met 
him alone. He was unwell. Hope had fied 
from him. Disappointment, anguish, despair 
hung about him. The emotions of his mind 
and heart were visible—his frame was already 
weakened by disease, and all his wonted 
fortitude could scarcely sustain him. The 
Premier had resolved that the cause to which 
Lord Donoughmore’s life and fame were 
wedded should be stricken to the earth; and 
even then it was apparent that, however your 
noble relation might struggle, he could not 
long survive what to him was a domestic 
calamity, as well as an irretrievable public 
loss. The image of his figure is still before 
me; his Janguage and gesture are deeply 
impressed upon my memory, and the troubled 
emotion with which he spoke produced a 
corresponding feeling in my own breast. 

“Your Lordship will. 1 hope, excuse the 
overflowings of an Irish Catholic’s mind when 
occupied with the recollection of all he owes 
to the virtues and services of him who for ao 
many years had been his firm, faithful and 
uncompromising advocate and friend.”’ 

Like Lord noughmore, Henry Grattan, 
against the gravest warning of his physician, 
arose from a sick—indeed, a dying—bed to 
attend the British Parliament in aid of 
Catholic Emancipation, and never again 
beheld his native land. Although Grattan 
died before the final triumph of what was 
the main object of the second, and, perhaps. 
the most glorious, part of his illustrious 
career, I have always regarded him as the 
real hero of Catholic Emancipation. If 
O'Connell were the Joshua, Grattan was the 
Moses—if O'Connell were the Robert Bruce, 
Grattan was the William Wallace—of 
Emancipation. 

As regards that portion of Colonel Cane’s 
letter dealing with the Irish Freemasons and 
Catholic Emancipation, I am not ina position 
either to verify or refute it. To me. how- 
ever, the statement appears somewhat strange 
that, previous to the passing of the Emancipa- 
tion Act, ‘* sixty per cent. of the Freemasons 
In Ireland were Roman Catholics “- so 
strange, indeed, that I should prefer to see it 
substantiated by some more circumstantial 
proof than mere assertion. If such were 
really the case, there appears to be nothing 
peculiarly liberal or broad-minded in their

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—The Legal Practitioners (Qualifica- 
tion) Bill is not quite so far reaching as 
your correspondent, ‘ Possible | Victim.”’ 
supposes, imasmuch as, directly, it applies 
only to candidates who have not attained 
the age of fifteen years on the Ist October 
next. I have read with interest the several 
letters which have appeared in your paper, 
dealing mainly with the effect of the Act, 
when passed, upon the legal profession. In 
my humble opinion the matter is, however, 
of even greater importance to the general 
community, at whose expense this great 
experiment is to be tried. 

The bill provides that the persons to 
whom it applies shall, before admission to 
either branch of the legal profession, possess 
a competent knowledge of the irish lan- 
guage, and such knowledge is defined as 
‘such a degree of oral and written pro- 
ficiency of the language as is sufficient to 
enable a legal practitioner properly to con- 
duct the business of his client in the Irish 
language.” It seems to me that such a 
degree of proficiency (for legal purposes) is 
impossible of attainment unless the English 
language is totally prohibited in the courts 
and in all legal > sos If such Gilber- 
tian legislation is enacted, it is possible to 
imagine that, after an interval of many 
years and enormous expense and incon- 
venience to the State and evervone con- 
cerned in litigation, lawvers might be able 
with Some degree of safety to themselves 
and their clients, to use the Lrish language. 

As a client T know to my cost that, even 
With the assistance of the mnumerable legal 
text-books now available, lawyers seem 
seldom able, except in the most simple of 
legal documents, to prepare a docyment 
whieh is pot in sume matters capable of 
several interpretations. ‘here is not, 1 am 
told, a single legal text-book in Irish, and, 
should any solicitor or member of the Bar 
attempt to draft important legal documents 
in the Irish language, one can imagine the 
Vista of litigation with which the unfortunate 
client would in many cases be faced. Fur- 
thermore, if an action is conducted in the 
Irish language, it is unlikely that the judge, 
counsel, litigants and jury would all w 
acquainted with the language. This means 
employment of an interpreter and consider- 
able protracted hearings, for all of which 
the unfortunate litigants would have to pay. 

T cannot possibly see what chance the 
unfortunate young solicitor’s apprentice 
will have of attaining the féil sean profi- 
ciency. He will, r ore likely than not, have 
served his apprenticeship im an office where 
he will never see a document in Irish from 
one year’s end to another. How on earth 
is he then, on the termination of his appren- 
ticeship, to be in a position ''to conduct 
the business of his chent in the Irish lan- 
guage’? He will, however, have acquired 
a knowledge of the language which will he 
of little or no use to him in his proiessional 
career, and at the cost of his realy proper 
legal education. If he attempts to use his 
alleged proficiency in his practice, then 
heaven help him and his unfortunate client!

Dr. O'Higgins, the newly - elected 
member ior North Dublin, was introduced 
in Dail Eireann yesterday by the Govern- 
cm Whip, Mr. E. Duggan, and took his 
seat. 

The Censorship of Publications Bill 
passed through report stage after a 
number of Government amendments had 
been adopted. It was to be noted that 
the Minister for Justice had modified his 
attitude towards the caily Pres: since the 
previous debate, and now thought that 
the question of publishing the list of 
banned books “might be leit to the judg- 
ment of the newspapers.” 

Mr. Anthony, the Labour member for 
Cork Borough, protested against the inter- 
ference with publications passing through 
the post, as provided for by a Govern- 
ment amendment, but the Minister said 
that the amendment did not make any 
serious amendment in the Post Office Act 
of 1908. 

A long debate took place on the second 
reading of the Housing Bill, 1929, which 
was subjected to severe criticism by 
Labour and Fiann Fail. President 
Cosgrave said that upon the master 
builders and the operatives depended 
whether or not the housing problem was 
ever going to be solved. 

The debate was adjourned. 

The bill which makes a knowledge of 
Irish compulsory on members of the legal 
proiession bobbed up again, and once more 
the debate upon i" was adjourned. Mr. 
J. J. Byrne, a member of the Government 
Party, in opposing the measure, said that 
Irish had been reduced to the level of a 
bribe by the offering of jobs to those who 
knew it. 

A striking contribution to the debate 
was made by Professor Alton, one of the 
Independent members for Dublin Univer- 
sity, who laid stress on the fact that com- 
pulsory Irish was a barrier to national 
unity. i

ALTERED TONE TOWARDS 
‘NEWSPAPERS. 

On the report stage of the Censorship of 
Publications Bill. 1928, 

Mr. YITZGERALD-KENNEY, Minister 
for Justice, moved a series of amendments, 
which were agreed to without discussion. 

An amendment by the Government provid- 
ing for the printing and publishing of a 
register of the banned books, to be made 
available to the public, also was proposed by 
the Mimister for Justice. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE (Fianna Fail, Mayo N.) 
pointed out that the newspapers might 
publish that list. Should the Press have the 
right to comment on such books? 

Mr LITTLE (Fianna Fail, Waterford) 
thought that the Press should have a right 
to criticise individual hooks. They should he 
protected against external newspapers publish- 
ing such a list. Perhaps the best way of 
dealing with them would be to place such 
newspapers on the banned list. It would be 
only fair to the public to let them know the 
intention of the Act and to make clear what 
books could not be circulated. 

Major COOPER (Government, Dublin Co.) 
believed that the best and quickest way to 
prevent the circulation of objectionable books 
would be through: the Press. In that way 
public opinion would be soon formed. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that if 
the lists were published the books would not 
be available in this country. 

Mr. LITTLE—I think we ought to change 
the title of the bill to “An Act for the better 
advertising of indecent books.’’ 

AN INAUDIBLE DEBATE. 

Mr. HUGH LAW «Government, Donegal) 
said that he had heen in the House since the 
debate was opened that day and during that 
time—half an hour—he had heard only a few 
words occasionally. With the exception of 
what Major Cooper (who was sitting beside 
him) had said he had heard nothing of what 
was siated. 

Mr J. J: BYRNE (Government, Dublin 
North) seid that Section Six had been passed 
before he knew anything about it. (Laughter.) 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY, in reply 
to Mr. Ruttledge, said that he could not 
make regulations cyte age the publication 
by newspapers of extracts from the list, but 
he wotld consider if anything could be done. 

Professor ALTON (Independent, Dublin 
University) asked would not such publication 
by the newspapers: be regarded as an adver- 
tisement, and was not that prohibited by 
Amendment No. 6. He could not conceive 
the newspapers publishing the list gra- 
tuitously. They were as anxious to get 
money for advertisements as the publishers 
were to get it for their books. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY did not 
agree that the publishing of tne list would 
be an advertisemeni, and they might, he 
thought, leave it to the judgment of the 
newspapers. If it turned ont in practice that 
newspapers were giving gratuitous advertise- 
ments to the books, they would find a way 
of dealing with them.

PRIVACY OF THE POST. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork Borough) 
expressed his objection to a further Govern- 
ment amendment, which gave ES to the 
Minister for Posts and Telegraphs to deliver 
to the Minster for Justice any edition of an 
objectionable publication intercepted In ee 
post. He objected to anyone interfering wit 
his or other citizens’ private correspondence, 
Such power might be used for a politica 
Urpose.

POLITICAL PREJUDICES AND 


NATIONAL NEEDS. 


In ogee Ag second reading of the Hous- 
ing Bill, 1929, Mr. MULCAHY (Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health) said 
that already a total of £1,850,000 had been 
made available for housing, providing for a 
total of 18,134 houses. Of that number, 
10,717 had been, or were being, erected by 
private persons or public atility societies, 
while 7,417 had been, or were being, erected 
by public bodies. Under the present bill it 
was. ho ga to make available £200,000, 
providing for the erection of 3,550 houses; 
so that a total of 21,684 houses would have 
been provided for. 

The framework of the bill was largely the 
same as that in previous bills, with the 
exceptions that no provision was made for 
financing reconstruction, differences in regard 
to remission of rates, and the size of the 
grant to be made available was to be re- 
duced. 

The granting of State money arose origi- 
nally from the fact that a certain class had 
to be assisted if they were to be provided 
with sanitary houses. In 1919 a very gene- 
rous estimate of the number of houses 
required was 40,000, and if these were to be 
bought at £300 a house the total capital sum 
required would be £12,000,000. ‘The financial 
aspect of the problem was so great 
that, apart from . her’ reasons, the 
State could not g4fford to bear on 
its shoulders the entire burden. of 
solving this particular problem, particularly 
where there was supposed to exist machinery 
in the local authorities that could be adopted 
ior the purpose. 

Since 1922 there had been considerable re- 
ductions in the building costs, but if the 
problem was to be solved the present building 
costs must be reduced. Under the present 
bill it was proposed to make the grant £45 
for a three-roomed house. There were very 
strong reasons why, with the problem before 
them, public moneys that were available 
should go exclusively to the building of 
houses for the poor, but such was the state 
vf the building trade that it was considered 
still desirable to bring in private capital to 
build private houses. In addition to the 
grants, very substantial assistance was being 
given through the remission of rates. The 
grant to the public utility societies was £60 
under the bill—the same as to the loca] 
authorities—as it was felt advisable to help 
the public utility societies. 

COST OF BUILDING. 

There had been complaints that classes of 
houses built had not satisfied the main and 
important needs, and the bill was intended to 
influence the local authorities to concentrate 
on the four-roomed house. The position in 
regard to the cost of building showed that 
in 1926 the cost of a four-roomed house in 
Dublin was 12s. 7d. per square foot, and in 
September, 1928, 10s. 9d. per square foot for 
another scheme of a somewhat similar size. 
In Cork in 1926 the cost per square foot on 
one scheme for a _ five-roomed house was 
12s. 9d. per square foot, and in 1928 on 
another scheme the cost of a similar house 
was 9s. 6d. per square foot. 

There had been considerable demand that 
local authorities should be given loans from 
the Local Loans Fund at a fairly long term 
if they were expected to make good the house 
shortage for the working classes. For many 
reasons it was not proposed to open the Local 
Loans Fund at present to give assistance in 
that way. One was the price of money at 
present, taken into consideration with the 
cost of house-building. If local authorities 
accepted such grants, they would be unneces- 
sarily saddling themselves with a debt which 
could easily be avoided, and they would he 
helping to keep up building costs to a point 
at which they should not stand. 

Another point which led the Government 
to that conclusion was the very small extent 
to which local authorities were prepared to 
co-operate in meeting the costs of providing 
the necessary houses. If the wants of local 
authorities in the matter of houses were to be 
satisfied, there would have to be a very 
thorough examination of the situation. They 
should have more responsibility on the part 
of local authorities if they were to get the 
credit facilities required if that problem was 
to be tackled. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (Labour, Tipperary) 
described the bill as a set-back instead of a 
step forward. The bill would put a premium 
on three-roomed houses—houses that should 
not be built in this country, and which could 
not possibly maintain families as they should 
be. maintained. He would be in favour of a 
big scheme of three-roomed houses in the 
suburbs of Dublin in order to take the people 
out of the tenements. The Minister and his 
Department apparently looked on the matter 
as a local question. He said it could not be 
solved by local authorities. To his mind it 
was the duty of the State to supply the 
deficiency in houses, and then when they 
were back to normal it would be the policy 
of local authorities to keep up supplies. The 
bill would be of very little use outside the 
Cities of Dublin and Cork. It would not be 
of any use in the rural areas. 


EMIGRATION AS A SOLUTION. 

The Government were waiting for building 
costs and wages to go down, but with a 
continuance of the present policy the problem 
would eventually be solved through emigra- 
tion, when the fa ulation became so depleted 
that there would She sufficient houses for the 
needs of the people left. 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin N.) said that 
in the last seven years 3,357 houses had been 
built, and on that basis it would take another 
twenty years at least before the 60,000 houses 
required would be built in the State. That 
period was too long by at least ten years 
and he did not think that any ratepayers who 
were aware of the serious problem that 
housing in the Free State presented would 
object to settling the problem in five years 
with the money of the State. The bill pro- 
vided only £200,000 for housing, but it 
would require a quarter of a million of money 
for housing in Dublin alone. The Govern- 
ment had shamefully neglected ‘the City of 
Dublin so far as housing was concerned 
He would suggest the setting up of a housing 
authority for the Free State, which wo)! be 
empowered to give grants of £100 for four- 
reomed houses and other grants for three- 
roomed houses. The Government had credit 
enough’ to be able to raise £135,000,000 to 
build the houses within the peviod stated. 


TAINTED WITH POLITICS. 

Mr. GOOD (Ind., Dublin Co.) said that he 
was sorry this problem was likely to become 
a political problem. He thought that -t 
would be very unfortunate if it did. The 
difficulty to-day was ‘that housing was not 
an economic problem. The effort of the 
Government ought to be to try and get it 
back on an economic line. Deputy O’Kelly's 
proposal would put a burden on the Govera- 
ment, the local authorities dhd the tenant 
for the next fifty years, because money was 
so dear, and he oped there would be a solu- 
tion found which would have a little more 
common-sense than was embodied in the 
speech of Deputy O'Kelly. His (Mr. 
Good’s) objection to this bill was that, like 
previous bills, it was, only helping one sec- 
tion of the community. people in the 
slums were not able to pay up to seve’ ‘en 
shillings a week, the economic rent of houses 
be could not understand to they should 
handicap the private individual and give an 
extra grant to local aythorities and public 
utility societies. Ov other side, since 
Armistice, over @ million houses had been 
built, and more than half of these had been 
erected without any State assistance

speculative builders. Under this scheme the 
man they wanted to encourage was handi- 
capped to the extent of 355 per cent. as 
compared with the local authority. 

With regard to the five-roomed. houses 
which had been erected during the past ten 

ears, he said that people ‘took them 
ound the rent too high and proceeded to 
sublet, getting as much as 10s. per room. In, 
one such case he knew of three. families and 
28 children living in one house. 

Mr. CORISH thahene. Wexford) said that 
the bill that had been presented to them that 
day was a confession of impotence on the 
part of the Government to solve the housing 

roblem. It would not bring them any 
urther towards a solution. The Government 
had undoubtedly stimulated building, but 
how many of those houses had come into the 
hands of people who really needed them? The 
result of the bill would be an increase in 
rent of 2s. ld. per week in the case of the 
four-roomed house as compared with the rent 
under the. previous bill. He could not see 
how any rural authority could take advantage 
of the bill. 

DUBLIN’S “SEWER RATS.” 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, 8.), dealt 
with the number of tenement houses which 
were unfit for human habitation and in- 
capable of being rendered fit for human 
habitation in Dublin, and said that the num- 
ber had increased by 14.8 per cent. since 1913. 
Mention had been made by the party 
opposite to sewer rats, and he asked was it 
any wonder that sewer rats would be bred 
in these 26,000 houses. The Housing Board 
should build 30,000———~_ 

Mr. GOOD—And stabilise existing costs. 

Mr. LEMASS said that it did not matter 
whether they were committing an economic 
solecism or not. With such a condition of 
housing as now existed, it was a very serious 
menace. It was a much more seri°us 
menace than that to which President Cos 
grave had referred last week, and it re 
quired and justified drastic action in the 
solution of it. 

He asked the Minister to state why legis 
lative effect was not given to the recom 
mendations of the Unemployment Committee 
that local authorities should be given in- 
creased powers to enforce sanitary con- 
ditions, reduce overcrowding and insist on 
premises being kept in proper repair. 

Mr. VINCENT RICE, K.C. (Govt., Dub 
lin N.) said that he was glad that Deputy 
Lemass had changed his attitude, and was 
now prepared to treat this as a national 
question. References had been made to an 
election speech made by him in North Dub- 
lin last year. The report of the speech was 
a short one, but in all the speeches in that 
election as to the intentions of the Govern- 
ment with regard to housing he always men 
tioned that they were subject to an agree- 
ment on the part of the building operatives 
and employers. 

UNEMPLOYMENT COMMITTEE, 

Referring to the report of the Unemploy- 
ment Committee in connection with the re- 
duction of building costs and increasing the 
units of output, Mr. Rice said that Deputy 
Lemass’s party had issued leaflets in the by- 
election poisoning the minds of the operatives 
with regard to the conference, suggesting 
thai it was a ''fake,” and that there was no 
intention that anything should be done. 
‘That is what I call treating this national 
problem as a political guestion,” said Mr. 
Rice. He added that neither side of the con- 
ference had put forward a contribution that 
would justify the Government in undertaking 
a huge programme of building. 

Mr. CASSIDY (Labour, = asked 
why building was held up in the provinces. 
The conference, he understood, was only in 
Dublin 

Mr. RICE—I hope the deputy is right in 
suggesting that an agreement was reached 
elsewhere. 

Mr. CASSIDY—There was no conference. 

Mr. RICE said that there were conferences 
elsewhere than in Dublin. It had been sug- 
gested that a contribution had been made 
by the workers, and that h« had held it up. 
The success of any conference depended upon 
good will on both sides. No conference with 
the men would last half-an-hour if matters of 
recrimination were introduced, such as were 
contained in one paragraph of the operatives’ 
offer. In effect the proposal was the 
nationalisation of the AR ca of housing. 

Mr. ANTHONY—Why not? (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. RICE said that the proposal did not 
come within the recommendations of the Un- 
employment Committee, that both sides 
should make a contribution to the solution 
of the problem. “ Are they,” he asked, 
“making a contribution towards reducing 
the cost of building by putting forward a 
proposal that the State should nationalise 
housing. ' ! 

THE MASTER BUILDERS. 

Mr. ANTHONY—Did the Master Builders 
put forward any proposal?:, 

Mr. RICE—I am not prepared to discuss 
that. 

Mr. GOOD—I can say that they did. 

Mr. ANTHONY—We have not seen it. 

Mr. GOOD—Because you have not had a 
conference. 

Mr. RICE said that, now that Mr. Good 
had mentioned the matter, he was bound to 
say that in his opinion the Master Builders’ 
offer was not a contribution within the terms 
of the recommendations. To suggest that 
the purchase of materials in large quantities 
would reduce costs was not a contribution 
from either side. He appealed to deputies 
to regard this as a national problem, and 
endeavour to influence the operatives and 
builders to get them to agree that something 
ought to be done by them to help to solve it. 

Mr. RICE concluded by suggesting that 
some distinction should be made between 
loca] authorities which were active and those 
which were inactive. If local authorities put 
on a special housing rate then the Govern 
ment should give an increased subsidy for 
that purpose . 

BETTER THAN. NOTHING, 

Mr. ANTHONY supported the bill, in the 
absence of something better. He agreed 
that a building programme of any magnitude 
required money, and in the final analvsis the 
taxpayer would foot the bill. He disagreed 
with the clause which made no allowance 
for reconstruction. This was a very 
grievous fault in the bill. 

In his view the housing conditions and 
the tenement system were more conducive to 
immorality than the tons of literature im- 
ported into this country. He thought that 
much more encouragement should be given 
to locai authorities to build houses. 

The proposals made by the building opera- 
tives were subscribed to by the building 
operatives throughout the country. These 
proposals were at least a contribution to the 
Unemployment Committee, of which Deputy 
Rice was Chairman. Up to then he did not 
know that the master buijders had made a 
contribution, and that that contribution was 
not accepted. Relatively housing conditions 
in Cork and Dublin were alike. 

The proposals of the building operatives 
showed the economies that would accrue by 
the pufchase of materials in large quantities, 
standard sizes and designs. The greatest 
expense was incurred in buying through 
builders’ providers. He had known many 
people in the building industry who had 
begun as masons or carpenters, and who for 
years protested that there was no money in 
building; yet 99 per cent, of these people 
soon blossomed out into country squires. 

With regard to the suggested National 
Housing Trust, they were up against vested 
interests, and it was only natural that Deputy 
Good should ee it. Were the master 
builders prepared to do with less profits? 
asked Mr. Anthony. 


ENGLISH CONTRACTORS. 

An English contractor could come to Cork, 
pay higher wages than ry vce Good paid, 
and take a job at £10,000 less than Deputy 
Good could do it. It showed that the 
Englishman wanted to get rich less quickly 
than the Irish. : 

Mr. GOOD—Can the deputy say what 
happened that contractor when he came to 
Dublin. 

Mr. ANTHONY said that he could bring 
to Dublin an English contractor who would 
beat Deputy Good's prices by 50 per cent. 

Mr. P. W. BHAW (Government, West- 
meath) said that with regard to the building 
of houses by public authorities at £300 each, 
the cconomic rent of these would be 5s. or 
6s. a week, and he did not see where the 
rent wus to come from, as the present 
labourers’ cottages were let at 1s. a week. 
While he welcomed the bill, he wag dis- 
appointed that more money ‘was not provided 
under it.

Tt was 
just as important for them to begin the five 
years’ programme referred to ty r. O'Kelly 
in 1924 as it was to-day. o 
been good business?

THE BURDEN-BEARER. 

Reference had been made to Deputy Rice, 
who had at least made a study of this par- 
ticular problem, which would not be softed 
by discussing it on public or political plat- 
forms. The burden had to be borne by 
only two persons, the taxpayer and the rate 
payer, who were very often the same in- 
dividual], and who, while they would not get 
the houses, were entitled to ask that value 
was got in respect of the expenditure. That 
had been one of the planks in the Govera. 
ment’s policy, and no one could deny that a 
considerable improvement had been effected 
during the last six or seven years. 

Anybody who had examined the situation 
for the last month or six weeks would 
know that this was not a time in which to 
borrow money. It was tight and dear. If 
they did borrow it in tbe d--r market the 
cost must eventually fall on the man who 
got possession of the house. They would 
only borrow money if it could be shown that 
real value was to be had for it. That was 
the problem to be solved, and it would not 
be solved by political speeches. 

The first Housing Act provided a million 
pounds of free grant in the rreportion 5f 
£2 to £1, and of the 94 local authorities 
in the Free State only seventy-tuur accepted 
the offer.

MORALITY IN THE SLUMS, 

In regard to morality, mentioned by 
Deputy Lemass, he would refer him to the 
evidence given by the -w priest when an 
old Corporation of Dublin sought to have the 
Plunkett street and Coombe area dealt with 
as an insanitary area. He would then see 
the tribute he paid to the morality oí the 
people, and the conditions there were much 
worse than any since known to have existed 
in Dublin. 

The point with regard to that was that, if 
there be dangers, there ought to be an 
effort on everybody’s part to have them 
remedied. The question was where these 
efforts were to come from. The Government 
could bring parties together, but they could 
not make them arrive at accommodation. 
There must be a sense of citizenship and an 
appreciation of the magnitude of the 
problem.

LABOUR LEADER’S CRITICISM. 


Mr. T. J. O';CONNELL (Labour, Mayo, N.) 
said that if solutions put forward were to be 
criticised and ridiculed by the President, the 
least they ought to expect was that the 
President would put forward his own solution 
of the problem. The President started off by 
making a statement about the builders and 
the building operatives, and said that these 
were most concerned. He (Mr. O’Connell) 
did not agree with that statement; it was the 
people in this country who needed houses 
who were most concerned. He did not agree 
that either the builders or the building 
operatives, or both together, should be allowed 
to stand in the way of this national problem. 

The President talked about the difficulty of 
entrusting this question to a Board, but when 
it was a question of another big project— 
the Shannon electricity scheme—there was no 
such objection to it. What did the Govern- 
ment mean by talking about an economic 
basis for borrowing money? The President 
had said that the cost of money was falling 
for the past few years, but how long did he 
propose to wait before announcing a compre- 
hensive policy of building if he had such a 
policy ? 

He agreed that this should not be a party 
question, though he did not agree with 
Deputy Good that it should not be a political 
one, They ought to have from the Govern- 
ment responsible to the people of the country 
i better contribution than they had received 
up to the present as to what their solution of 
the problem was. If they had no solution let 
them say so, but if they had a solution he 
hoped that before the debate closed they 
would hear from the Minister what it was. 

Progress was reported, and the debate ad- 
journed.

COMPULSION BARRIER TO 
NATIONAL UNITY. 


On resumption of the debate ov the fifth 
stage of the Legal Practitioners (Qualifica- 
tion) Bill, which makes a knowledge of Irish 
compulsory for members of the legal profes-

Mr. J. J. BYRNE (Govt., Dublin, N.) ob- 
jected to the bill because it was harmful to 
the legal profession and because it was harm- 
ful to the Irish language. Had the bill 
passed in its original form the City of Dublin 
would have lost its great law school and the 
bill have imposed a serious financial loss on the 
citizens: The Minister- for: Finance was sur: 
prised at the sh” shown by certain 
members to the bill. Was a threat of penal- 
isation likely to infuse enthusiasm for or help 
the propaganda for the Irish language? Di. 
the Minister for Finance expect co-operation 
from the legal profession for a measure 
such as that? It would have very harmful 
reactions in the country. Recent events had 
shown some of those harmful reactions. 

Was it not a fact that the teaching prp- 
fession, on which the future of Ireland de- 
pended, was hostile to the measure? Irish 
should not be made the shuttlecock of party 
politics. It had been reduced to the level 
of a bribe by the offering of jobs to those 
who knew it. He suggested that the future 
of the language was gravely imperilled by 
bribery and corrupt methods of propaganda. 
Irish was a passport for every job in every 
Government Department. 


CORRUPT MEASURES. 

Mr. MULCAHY—What does the deputy 
describe as corrupt measures? 

Mr. BYRNE—I suggest that the measures 
for giving preference for Irish might rightly 

' termed corruption.

Marshal Foch. 


Ferdinand Foch is dead. In him passes 
the greatest military figure of our age— 
the snatched victory irom 
the jaws of defeat; the man who 
leapt into the breach at a time when 
the German legions were preparing for 
their final triumph, and brought a mighty 
Empire to its knees. Just eleven years 
ago to-day the German leader launched 
his desperate blow. On March 2lst, 
1918, the flower of Germany's strength 
was flung against the Fifth Army of the 
British Expeditionary Force, which had 
an Irishman in command. For a moment 
everything seemed to be lost. Ludendorff 
had laid his plans carejully and well, A 
‘break through’’ appeared to be inevit- 
able, and the late Field-Marshal Haig 
had good reason to announce that our 
troops had their ‘‘ backs to the wall.” 
While the Germans were thundering 
against the British front Field-Marshal 
Sir Henry Wilson was urging his political 
superiors to appoint General Foch as 
Generalissimo of the Allied Forces. Wilson 
had known Foch for many years. Long 
before the war the two soldiers had re- 
cognised in each other. kindred spirits, 
and had worked together with a view to 
the great test which sooner or later was 
bound to come. Jealousies had to be sur- 
mounted ; professional prejudices had to 
be swept out of the way, and in the mean- 
while Ludendorff was driving towards 
Paris, and Germany's triumph seemed to 
be assured. Then Foch took charge, and 
within a few hours of his appointment 
his plans were being put into operation. 
Reseryes were hurried up frem nowhere. 
The ominous gap between the French and 
British Armies was stopped. Ludendorff, 


man, who 


-already convinced that victory was within 


his grasp, suddenly found himself opposed 
by a mind that was even keener than his 
own. A few months afterwards Ferdinand 
Koch took the surrender of the German 
Forces in the Forest of Compiegne, 

Foch was the incarnation of the spirit of 
invincible France, Joffre had “nibbled” ; 
Nivelle had staked 
desperate throw of the dice; Pétain had 
won a notable victory, but only Foch 
could have won the war. He inspired the 
armies under command with that 
supreme confidence which he had in him- 
self. There was something Napoleonic in 
his genius—something that rose above the 
crashing din of war, comething that was 
but for all time. Now

patriotism which 
victory from the depths of despair 
has been stilled, and a great man has 
passed to peace. No man was so modest 
in his supreme moments; no man ever 
achieved so much with so little thought 
of his own advancement. Foch thought 
only of France and sought no reward for 
his service. To-day the name of this quiet, 
little soldier will be on the lips of millions 
of men and women throughout the world. 
Ex-Service men of every nation—not ex- 
cluding the Germar:—will mourn a man 
who won the respect of every soldier. 
The Britons and Irishmen who fought 
in that final struggle eleveu years ago 
will remember with gratitude the military 
genius that saved them from collapse, 
and Irish soldiers, in particular, will not 
forget the high tribute that was paid to 
their bravery by the great leader who has 
Men like Foch appear rarely on 
the world’s stage. They are born for big 
events. Once or twice in a century they 
flash across the horizon, only to disappear 
before the world has found time to kr -w 
them. They reck not of human praise 
or disdain, They do the work that has 
been ordained for them, and are satis- 
fied.

Postal Services. 

The Free State’ Government’s drastic 
curtailment of ~postal. services was dis- 
cussed yesterday in: the Senate, where 
hardly one unofficial voice defended it. 
From the beginning, of April postal 
deliveries throughout large areas of the 
twenty-six counties will be reduced from 
six to three per week; The Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs calculates that the 
reduction will effect a saving of £40,000 
a year, but, on the bald basis of figures 
alone, . he .deceives. himself. By . this 
halving of rural services some 700 or 800 
auxiliary postmen will be thrown out of 
work, and many of them will become 
burdens on public funds. Moreover, who 
will guarantee the efficiency, or even the 
honesty, of their half-time successors ? 
Economically and socially, the curtail? 
ment will have the most mischievous 
results. It will aggravate the isolation 
of the rural districts, and so will 
stimulate the present flight from the farm 
and from those large country houses 
which are centres of local employment. 
To-day agriculture is a scientific 
industry. No Irish farmer can hope to 
prosper who is not in constant touch with 
his markets and a keen student of their 
fluctuations. Henceforward thousands of 
Free State farmers—ignorant of yester- 
day’s market prices through lack of to- 
day’s newspaper—will be working in the 
dark; and we may be sure that the 
country’s financial loss from this dis- 
ability will exceed £40,000 a year. The 
cottage industries of Donegal also, as a 
correspondent reminds us, will be heavy 
losers. In reply to the critics yesterday 
the Minister for Finance urged the need 
of parsimony. He said that last year the 
Free State Post Office’s accounts were 
£264,000 on the wrong side, and that most 
of the: rural services were uneconomic. 
This surely is a disastrously short-sighted 
view. The.Post Office is not a luxury. 
It is an essential service cf the State—as 
vital to the country’s economic health as 
is the regular circulation of the blood to 
the human body’s health. A bad postal 
system puts a people out of the race of 
progress, and to-day the Free State’s 
posta] system becomes steadily more costly 
and less efficient. The farmer on the 
northern side of the border sends a letter 
for three-halfpence—it may be a penny 
after Mr. Churchill’s next Budget—a 
telegram for a shilling, and has a daily 
delivery of letters and newspapers. His 
neighbour across the border pays two- 
pence for a letter, 1s: 6d. for a telegram, 
and, from next month, will have no post 
on three of the six week-days. How can 
South expect to compete with North on 
these terms? Everybody admits that the 
Free State. must cut its expenditure, and 
every rational citizen knows the answer to 
Mr. Blythe’s challenge—‘‘ Suggest an 
alternative economy.” The Free State, 
mainly through Mr. Blythe’s influence, is 
spending £500,000 a year on the compulsory 
propagation of the Irish language, and 
the results are manifest—financial waste, 
intellectual retrogression and social dis- 
content. One-third of this sum, diverted, 
under proper management, to the postal 
service, would give a new impetus to every 
branch of the. nation’s industry and 
comiierce. 


The Indian Air Mail. 


But for a hitch which has arisen 
suddenly, a regular air mail service 
between England and India would begin 
on the thirtieth day of this month. The 
intention is that aircraft shall ‘‘ take 
off’’ from Croydon every Saturday, to 
reach Karachi in six and a quarter days. 
Imperial Airways, Limited, had sent out 
ground staffs, numbering several hundred 
men, to the landing places at those stages 
of the route which fly the British flag; 
eight pilots had been appointed, and 
machines were ready. Yesterday, how- 
ever, it was disclosed that difficulties had 
arisen—apparently from the objections of 
Italy to the adoption of Athens as one of 
the calling places An Italian flying boat 
service between Genoa and Alexandria is to 
connect with the service between England 
und India, and the Italian company is 
unwilling to make Athens the point of 
connection. From the outset it was in- 
tended that one port of call in the Indian 
service should be in Greece, and Navarino 
was proposed with Italy’s approval. 
Navarino lies on the south-west coast of 
Greece and is conveniently reached by the 
Genoa-Alexandria jine; but to Greeks it 
is less acceptable. Greece asked that the 
point of call should be Athens in order 
that the benefits of the service might be 
enjoyed to the full by the Greek people. 
This would-involve a lengthening of the 
route for the British airmen; but Athens 
obviously would be a congenial halting 
place. Britain consented to the Greek 
desire, but Italy lodged objection. Since 
Italy has laid her air ports at the service 
of the England-India service, her 
objection ‘amounts almost to a veto. Lt 
will be remembered that imperial air 
policy in the Middle East was incom- 
moded three years ago by difficulties made 
by Persia, and it is not improbable that 
the Greek and Italian objections may 
cause a similar interruption to the pro- 
gress of air communications. It is hoped, 
bowever, that a _ settlement will be 
reached during April, and that the 
delayed service will be initiated within 
about a month from to-day. No 
passengers will be carried on the service 
to India. This decision has been taken 
on account of the present lack of hotel 
accommodation: at some of the Mediter- 
ranean stopping-places, and the yet direr 
lack of accominodation and of ‘ wireless ”’ 
equipment at the ‘aerodromes along the 
Persian Gulf.

Cookery in Three Lands. 

It is said that the ingenuity and variety 
of French cookery daté from the revolu- 
tionary years. France was poor, she was 
isolated, and necessity stimulated inven- 
tion, A similar explanation is pro- 
pounded by the Patis Correspondent of 
The _Times. ‘French people” he 
remarks, ‘are, on the average, poorer 
thaw English people. They will not 
tulerate waste of food, and economy leads 
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to variety, since numerous savoury dishes 
are invented to use up odds-and-ends. 
The ingenuity of French cooks and their 
keen interest in their work are largely 
the result of economic pressure.’’ There 
is a further reason for the general excel! 
lence of French cookery. “ Great Britain 
is the only country in the world which 
relies almost entirely on imported food- 
stuffs; France produces almost the whole 
of her essential. -food-stuffs at home.” 
Frenchmen of all’ classes daily. consume 
fresh vegetables; these are a luxury in 
England. France still is as predominantly 
agricultural as England is predominantly 
urban. Great numbers of the French 
people are engaged in the production of 
food and drink, while masses of the 
English people “have never seen a corn- 
field, much less a vineyard.’’ People who 
Jive by the producing of food naturally are 
interested in food, and “skill in cooking 
is the natural heritage of the women of a 
food-producing country.” The force of 
this argument may be seen in those parts 
of England which have escaped the 
industrial system.. When the motorist, 
touring the West Country, halts at any 
country town or village, he finds a coach- 
ing house before him. A big-bodied host 
immediately proposes a tasty variety ol 
fare—pastries, junket and cream, home- 
brewed ale and cider, As the correspon- 
dent says, “if the English have lost their 
sense of food, it is because they have 
lost their control of food-stuffs.’’ All 
these excuses for the shortcomings of 
English diet as compared with French 
diet ought to point to a superiority of 
cookery in Ireland. Like France, Ireland 
is poorer than England. Economy ought 
to stimulate ingenuity in every Irish 
kitchen. Like France, again, Ireland is 
mainly agricultural, and she produces, or 
could produce, virtually all her food- 
stufis. Yet where is there a less imagina- 
tive, a less wholesome or a less economical] 
cookery than is general throughout this 
agricultural island ?

INTIMIDATION OF A WESTERN 
JURY. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dablin, $.) asked the 
Minister for Justicé whether a superintendent 
of the Civic Guards approached Mr. Richard 
Colgan, Ballinrobe, merehant, and infermed 
him that he would lose his licence to deal 
in firearms if he did ~ot dismiss from his 
employment an _ assistant named James 
Burke; and, if so, would the Minister state 
why this action was taken. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY — In the 
course of a search on the 5th November last 
members of the Garda Siochana found in the 
possession of .lames Burke, treasonable docu- 
ments, which showed clearly that he was an 
active member of the local irregular organisa- 
tion. Burke was arrested and returned for 
tria] in custody. At Castlebar Circuit Court 
on ólst January last, he refused to plead 
and was found “mute of malice.” He was, 
however, acquitted. Burke was a shop 
assistant employed by Mr. R. Colgan, a 
registered firearms dealer. The local super- 
intendent approached Mr. Colgan’ and 
informed him that, notwithstanding the 
acquiltal, he did not consider it proper that 
Burke should have access to large quantities 
of ammunition, and, if Mr. Colgan retained 
Burke in his employment, the superintendent 
would report the facts to the Minister for 
Justice for such action as might he con- 
sidered necessary. Mr. Colgan asked that 
time should be given for Burke to obtaia 
other employment, and the superintendent 
agreed. Shortly afterwards Burke secured 
another situation in a drapery store. 

"“1 eonsider,” added the Minister, “that 
the Garda Siochana acted quite properly in 
the matter.” 

Mr. LEMASsS—Has an officer of the Garda 
Siochana the right to veto the decision of a 
judge and jury’? 

Mr. FtizGERALD-KENNEY—An oflicer of 
the Garda Siochana-has not the right to veto 
the decision of a judge and jary, but he 
must discharge the duties of his own oftice. 

Mr. LEMASS—Am 1 to understand that 
Burke. was acquitted. and did the superin- 
tendent of the Garda go to his employer 
subsequently and get him dismissed ? 

Mr. FitsGERALD-KENNEY — Certainly, 

you may understand that. I personally pay 
no attention to the verdict of a jury—(Op- 
position laughter)—when the jury have been 
tampered with, and notices sent. round to 
them. (‘‘ Hear, hear,” from the Government 
benches.) 

Mr. LEMASS—Were such notices sent to 
the jurymen in this case? 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY—Yes, sir. 

In reply to a further question, the Minister 
said that he had only the knowledge that 
everybody had. He did not know what 
“Jegal knowledge ' meant. 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin County)— 
Will you produce one of the documents in 
the House?

and fuller information. In the mean- 
while members of the House of Commons 
are preparing questions to be addressed 
to the Prime Minister on the subject 


The Soviet and Compensation. 


Only forty questions appeared on the 
order paper of the House of Commons 
this afternoon, and few of them were of 
public interest. A question on compensa- 
tion for the British nationals whose oi! 
wells in Russia were taken by the Soviet 
without compensation was answered by 
Sir Austen Chamberlain, who said that he 
had no information as to whether the 
Soviet contemplated making provision for 
compensation. Several supplementaries 
were addressed to him, pointing out thie 
enormous profits now being made by the 
Soviet Government out of the appro- 
priated oil, but Sir Austen Chamber)ain 
would give no further reply. 


The East Toxteth Result. 


There was much talk in the Lobby 
to-day about the result of the by-election 
in East Toxteth, Liverpool. The seat has 
been a Conservative stronghold, and thie 
last majority was 9,519. This has been 
reduced to 3,129, a decrease of over six 
thousand votes. It seems reasonable to 
suppose, in the circumstances, that some 
of these have gone to the Liberal; for 
the increase in his vote amounted to 
2,043. Possibly some of the reduction in 
the Conservative vote was due to a con- 
siderable amount of apathy, but in the 
Lobby it was thought that Mr. Llord 
George’s unemployment plans had a 
marked effect on the electorate. It 
generally remarked, however, that, if tl 
Conservatives are to secure a majority of 
any kind at the general election, ther wil! 
have to get their supporters to the poll.

Just as the priest concluded his 
uinistrations, the greut soldier’ died, 
ithout apparént suffering. The closing 
i the shutters of his bedroom told the 
utside world that all was over.

LONG AND NOTABLE WAR. SERVICE. 
_ Marshal Foch was born in the Pyrenees 
in 1851. He served throughout the war, 
und was in close co-operation with the 


British forces on many occasions before 


he was appointed to the supreme com- 
mand. <A seientifie soldier, before Europe | 
Was overrun by armed men he was master, 
not only of military history, but of the 
theory of war. He spent some years as 
a professor of the French Staff College, 
aud in August, 1914, when called upon 
fo take the field, was in command of the 
Cwentioth Army Corps, then on the 
Lorraine frontier and renowned for its 
eficieney and dash. His skill in leading 
lis corps across the German frontier led 
to lis transfer to a more important post. 
He was selected to command the Ninth 
Ariny in the centre of the French line on 
the Marne, where he taught a severe 
lesson to the Prussian Guard, who faced 
his troops. On learning that the enemy 
Was stronger than his own troops on both 
flauks, but weaker in the centre, Foch 
played a bold, suceessful game. - He with- 
drew his left flank, except for a screen 
meant to deceive, and ‘strengthened his 
right flank with these regiments. He 
attacked, made a wedge between the two 
eneiny commanders. who opposed him, and 
drove portion of the German force, includ- 
ing the Guards, into the marslies of St. 
ais before they had discovered his 
pian. 
THE RAOE TO THE SEA. ' 
Early in October, 1914, Foch was. sent 
to direct the French armies in the North, 
and when the great race to the sea took 
Place he, with a smaller force than the 
Germans, contrived tu keep ahead of them 
and reach Calais first, thus blocking the 
“ay to the  coast—an all-important 
Maneuvre, which proved. decisive through- 
out the war. Actually he was in chargt 
only of the French troops, but Lord 
French's force acted in co-operation with 
and the two commanders c0-, 


field, Foch made his counter-attack, 


ordinated their pians to meet the enemy 
offensive. Foch once more deceived the 
Germans, and yave them the impression 
of much greater strength than he 
possessed. 

Before the end of October Foch took a 
prominent part in the first battle of 
Ypres. The Germans were attacking in 
huge masses, and at one point they had 
driven back the British line. Foch learned 
that the enemy had captured an important 
position, and, although it was after mid- 
night, he went to Sir John French (after- 
wards Earl of Ypres) and found that he 
had no reserves with which to thrust the 
German cavalry back. “Then 1 will give 
them to you,” exclaimed Toch; “try and 
hold on until they arrive.” French agreed; 
and Foch returned to his headquarters at 
Cassel, and sent reinforcements to the 
British Army, Thus disaster was averted. 

‘A few ‘hours later Foch was at a con- 
ference at Dunkirk with M. Poincaré, 
General Joffre (then French Commander- 
in-Chief) and Lord Kitchener. When Foch

asked ‘for more ‘troops. from Britain 
Kitchener ‘said that he would rend a 
million men in’ eighteen months. Re 
should prefer fewer men arriving sooner, 
answered Foch. In his despatch on the 
battle French wrote that Foch had strained 
his resources to the utmost to eftord fim 
all the support that he sould. — 

In 1915 Foch prepared and. directed the 
French offensive in Artois, and in the 


following year he was on the Somme., 


Then, because of his ability as a strategist, 
he was recalled from the field, and given 
several important missions in France and 
Italy. In May, 1917, he was appointed 
Chief of the General Staff at the French 
War Office, and when the Germans broke 
the Italian front he went to Italy to advise 
upon the situation. Then for a time he 
was France’s military representative on 
the Supreme War Council at Versailles. 
but after a month he again became Chie 
of the General Staff. 
SUPREME COMMAND. : 

It was after the Fifth Army s failure in 
the second battle of the Somme that the 
propusal for the appointment of a Supreme 
Commander-in-Chief, strongly urged by 
M. Clemenceau and Lord Milner, was 
accepted by General Pétain and Sir 
Douglas Haig. There was but one choice, 
for Foch was regarded as the master-mind 
among the Allied Generals. He at once 
assumed control of the forces in the West, 
in a desperate situation. The Allied 
troops re-established their fronts, and the 
battle came to. an end, the enemy having 
exhausted his strength. 

The second battle of the Marne followed, 
and the Germans failed. Staking every- 
thing on one of those risks without which 
no great success ever has been won in the

M. Flandin, Vice-President. of the 
Chamber, then said ;—‘‘To try to make 
any eulogy of Marshal Foch would mean 
to dim the glory which surrourds his 
memory in the hearts of all his grateful 
countrymen. 1 am sure that I shall: he. 
interpreting Feitianent’s wishes in 
addressing our. supreme homage to him, 
and in sending our condolences to his 
family.’’ 3 

The Chamber was visibly moved by the 
sadness of the occasion, and members filed 
quietly out. , 

The only jarring note was struck by one 
of the Socialists, M..

north,

20,000 WORKERS ON STRIKE. 

The ‘mills were placed under armed 
guards, but this, notwithstanding, the 
workinen in a dozen mills downed tools 
and walked out in a body. Some 20,000 
are reported to have gone on strike. 

The atmosphere is reported to be one of 
tense excitement. At Poona the Socialist 
leader, Dhundiraj Thegadi, a former 
President of the Trade Union Congress, 
and member of the All‘India, Congress 
Committee, was arrested, and a quantity 
of literature was seized.

TUBERCULOSIS IN 
CATTLE. 
THE DANGER TO PUBLIC 
HEALTH. 

The peril to the public health oí tuber- 
culosis in cattle was discussed at the 
annual conference of the National Federa- 
{ion of Meat Traders’ Associations, which 
concluded -at Blackpool yesterday, when 
Councillor John Edwards, of the London 
Association, moved a resolution appealing 
to the Government to initiate a policy 
for the eradication of the disease from the 
herds. i 

The question, he said, was the most 
important -of all. matters affecting public 
health authorities, ‘There were, roughly, 
three million head of cattle in England 
and Wales, and it was beyond dispute 
that of these more than a million would 
not stand up to the tuberculin test ; yet 
last: year the Tuberculosis Order affected 
only seventeen thousand cattle. 

Mr. J.-A. Sinelair, past President. of 
the Scottish Federation, said that at the 
present time three thousand children 
died each year from bovic tuberculosis. 
There was ready in Scotland a practical, 
constructive scheme which would free the 
herds from tuberculosis in ten years at a 
cost of only £120,000 a year. 


The resolution was carried unanimously.

The housing problem was the main 
subject. under. discussion in: Dail Eireann 
yesterday evening... 

Introducing the second reading of the 
Housing Bill, 1929, Mr. R. Mulcahy, 


' Minister for Local Government and Pubhe 


Health, said that already £1,850,000. had 


‘been allocated for the provision of 18,134 


houses, and that total, by the expenditure 
of £200,000,: was to be increased by 2,500. 
No provision is being made for reconstruc- 
tion, as:the amount done under previous 


Housing Acts was very small, 


In 1919: it was estimated that 40,000 
houses were needed, and that. meant an 
expenditure, at £300 a house, of 
£12,000,000. : 

Sinee 2922 there had been a steady 
reduction. in the building costs, and, -if 
there, was to be a complete solution of 
the problem, the cost would have to be 
reduced still further. The flat rate grant 
under the new bill would be £465. 


} 60,000 REQUIRED. | 

Mr: D. Motrissey (Labour) said that 
the bill was very disappointing, and would 
put a premium on three-roomed houses, 
and would not be of much use in the rural 
areas, 

Mr. 8. T. O'Kelly (F.F.) said that the 
Government were trifling with a very grave 
question, and it would take twenty years— 
to his mind, ten years too long—to build 


the 60,000 houses required. He suggested 


that £2,500,000 should be applied annually 
for the next five years to the housing 
problem. The Government had shame- 


fully neglected the City of Dublin, where 


£250.000 alone was needed 
problem. 

Mr. J, Good (Independent) said that they 
were faced with the position that housing 
was not an.economic proposition. The 
effort; of every Government -should. be to 
try to get it on economic terms. He 
objected to the bill because it helped only 
one section of the community—t}« people 


tackle the 


who could afford to nay for three, four 


or ‘five-roomed houses. Neither this bill 


“nor its predecessors had done anything for 


the slum-dwellers. The Government’ had 
put people to live in five-roomed houses, 
of which they could not pay the rent, and 
the result was ‘that’ they sub-let. He 
mentioned a case of a five-roomed house 
in which there were three families with 
twenty-eight children. 

Mr. R. Corish (labour) said that the 
bill, which presented a confession of im- 
potence on the part of the Government 
as to their inability to solve’the housing 
problem, would -inctease the rent by 
2s. ld, a week. 


NOT ONLY A QUESTION OF MONEY. 

The problem of the tenement houses 
which were unfit for human habitation 
was referred to by Mr. S. Lemass, who 
said that the numbers had increased by 
14.5 per cent. since 1913, and there were 
26,000 people living in such tenements at 
the present time. He suggested that the 
Housing Board should build 30,000 houses, 
It did not matter if they were-committing 
an economic solecism or not. 

‘When President Cosgrave intervened he 
said that the discussion did not appear 
designed to give any help im solving the 
question, which was—what could the in- 
dustry afford? It was a problem for the 
master builders and the operatives, and 
the solution to a large extent depended 
upon them. Money would not solve the 
problem. 

lí they mean business, there ought to be 
more pressure on both the principal parties 
to the industry, who should be informed 
that the people of the country, after 
putting up two million pounds in seven 
years, expected an even better result than 
they had got. 

Progress was reported, and the debate 
adjourned. 


THE NEW PENAL LAW. 

On the final stages of the Legal Practi- 
tioners (Qualtications) Bill, the debate 
resumed by Mr. JJ. J. Byrne 
(C, nG.), who said that the Minister for 
Finance had expressed surprise at the 
hostility. shown to the bill. Was a threat 
of penalisation likely to infuse enthusiasm 
for, or help, propaganda for the Irish 
language? Was it not a fact that the 
teaching profession on which the future 
of Ireland depended was hostile to the 
measure? 

Messrs. M. Clery and J, Mongan made 
vigorous speeches in Irish supporting the 
bill. 

In quite the best speech he has made in 
the House, Professor Alton opposed the 
bill. He said that during the debate an 
appeal liad been made by more than one 
speaker to an ideal which all Trishmen 
cherished—the hope of ultimate unity. 
They were reminded of historie parallels 
of a great motherhood which had the 
power, as he hoped she would have in the 
future, of amalgamating foreign and 
heterogeneous elements. That was a note 
Which struck a responsive chord in many 
hearts, 


TOLERATION. 

He could not reconcile that with the 
threats and warnings and sneers and gibes 
at those venturing to speak against the 
bill, He was not going to listen to such 
warnings, as he did not believe they re- 
presented the opinion of the Dail. He 
found it hard to reconcile those profes- 
siens of mutual toleration, those aspira- 
tions for mutual understanding, with the 
audyocacy of methods, which, te say the 
least of them, were intolerant, indeed. 

Those who protested against compulsory 
Irish were far from protesting against the 
revival, the preservation and the en- 
couragement of Irish. Did the Minister 
for Finance believe that everybody in the 
Dail who did not know Irish hated it and 
was out to kill .it? 

The bill had hobbled along through 
committee stave on bad logic and worse 
psychology. The result of the bill would 
be that for a time the students would 
know neither law nor Irish. The extra 
study would involve cost, and the pro- 
moters, he thought, had overlooked the 
making of provision for this, The bill 
would encourage students to go overseas, 
and be called to other Bars. 

It also involved an attack on the quality 
of their jurists, and its biggest cost would 
be the loss of confidence and belief in 
good-will, because they should understand 
one another and not suspect ane another. 
Compulsory Trish would be an acid that 


would corrode the very roots on which 
union of the future should grow. 
CO-OPERATION. 
Mr. 8S. T.: O'Kelly said that they 


wanted Irish a living language, and if 
they got friendly co-operation, they would 
go as far as possible to meet people. He 
would like to see Trinity College putting 
its best foot forward and showing the 
National University what it could do.

CHEERS AND FIRE THRILLS 
IN OSLO.

OSLO, Wednesday. 

The throngs in tlre brightly illuminated 
central part of Oslo~had an unexpected 
thrill this evening, when a fire broke out 
at Steen and Stroems, the biggest ware- 
house in the capital.

Theatre. for. to- 
night’s wedding eve performance, con- 
verged on the blaze, which résulted in 
damage amounting to £170,000, although 
every fire engine in Oslo was called to 
the scene.

Mr, T. WESTROPP BENNETT presided. 

Un the second reading stage of (he Central 
Fund Bill, 

Mr. T. JOHNSON spoke of the curtail- 
ment of the postal services in different: parts 
of the Free State, from a six-day to a three- 
day deliveries per week. The saving of the 
wages of seven or eight hundred auxiliary 
postmen was not in reality a saving to the 
country. The men who would be put out of 
employment would become chargeable to 
public funds for their support. It was not 
good economy to put them out of employ- 
ment—it was, in fact, bad management. 

Dr. GOGARTY described the proposal to 
curtail the postal services as a retrograde 


olep. 
POLICE DISCIPLINE. 

Colonel MOORE mentioned cases of persons 
uamed Darcy and Glynn, and urged that the 
conduct of tne C.I.D. should be investigated. 
lt constituted a scandal, and should be 
vemedied, He thought that the Minister for 
Justice, whose absence from the Senate he 
regretted, should see that discipline was 
carried out, because if these things were not 
put a stop to there would be no peace in the 
country, 

Mr. CONNOLLY said that he would ask 
the Minister if he would say whether so 
large a force of Guards was necessary for 
the maimtenance of law and order, and 
whether this force could not be reduced. 
Going around the country he heard on all sides 
that there were so many Guards that they did 
not seem to have anything to do. On the 
one hand, they appeared to be cutting down 
the postal supplies, while on the other hand 
they were maintaining a very considerable 
force of men who were doing nothing. He 
suggested that some of the latter body should 
be asked to deliver letters. A number of 
Guards were engaged in making returns of 
agricultural statistics, but they apparently 
only got what the farmers told them, ind 
could easily be fooled. 

The Right Hon. ANDREW JAMESON dis. 
puted these, references to the work done by 
the Civic Guards, and stated that the 
Guards were doing a very large amount oi 
useful work, of oe Be little was known. So 
far as returns of agricultural statistics were. 
concerned, he read them very carefully, and 
as far as he could judge from his own know 
ledge those returns were good and trust 
worthy 

AGRICULTURAL RETURNS, 

Mr. O’CONNOR said that in his experience 
these agricultural returns were trustworthy. 
Most of the Civic Guards were really farmers | 
and men who took a great interest in getting 
satisfactory returns. It was no comp] ~ent 
to the farmers to say that they desired to 
deceive in the matter of these agricultural 
statistics. 

Mr. LINEHAN said that he was pleased 
that the Minister had decided to make such a 
big cut in the vote. He thought that 
farmers and other rural people would be 
quite satisfied with the three days a week 
postal delivery system, and that £40,000 o: 
£50.000 would be saved to the State by that 
service. The regrettable feature was the dis 
employment of some seven hundred men, but 
these rural postmen were only part-time officers 
and were otherwise engaged by farmers as 
azricultural labourers. With t!> production 
of home-grown wheat and the keeping going 
of home mills, these men would find work. 
He hoped that in a future Budget the 
Minister would deal with the de-rating of 
agricultural land, and so place the Irish 
farmer in as good a position as the farmer in 
Northern Ireland and in Great Britain. 

Sic JOHN KEANE said that nobody like? 
the inconvenience which would be cause’ 
Ly the restriction of postal deliveries, but it 
was up to the critics to suggest an alterna 
tive to the Ministry’s ,roposals. He com 
plained of the delay in vesting lands unde 
the Land Act of 1923. It was nearly sir 
years since the Act came into existence and 
only ten per cent. of the lands had beet. 
vesterl. 

THE POSTAL RESTRICTIONS. 

Mr. COUNIHAN described the postal re 
strictions as disastrous, unjust and wnreasor 
able. Sixty per cent. of the citizens of th: 
State were to be deprived of a postal servic: 
for three days per week 

Mr. O’FARRELL said that the proposed 
restrictions would put back some districts by 
a hundred years. There were, in fact, some 
parts of “ounty Dublin to which the pro 
posals would apply, and those districts had 
vostal deliveries three days a week a hundred 
years ago. 

Tha Right Hon. ANDREW JAMESON 
said that for the sake of a saving of £40,000 
a year they were to lose the facilities for 
doing their business properly. So far as the 
business community was concerned the pro- 
posed restriction of postal services was 4 
most retrograde step. A telegram now costs 
ls. 6d, postage on a letter was twopence, 
and aow it was proposed to reduce deliveries 
to three days a pak. He urged the Gotern- 
ment to devise me:.7%s to maintain the exist- 
ing postal deliveries 

Mr. M. DUFFY also opposed the pro- 
posals, and stated that the increase of the 
letter postage to threepence would be pre- 
ferabla to the delivery restrictions. 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that the Minister 
should mate it clear that it was only a re- 
striction of postal deliveries that was con- 
templated. The letters would be delivered 
to the local post offices as usual, and in the 
cvent of people cxpectirg important letters 
of an urgent character they could call for 
them. 

Mr. FARREN said that he feared the 
curtailment of the postal facilities would work 
to the inconvenience and detriment of the 
agricultural community, in the matter of 
keeping the farmers in touch with the 
markets. The disemployment of seven or 
eight hundred men would inflict hardship, 
and if it was an economy it was being carried 
too far.

DEFENCE OF THE REDUCED 
SERVICES. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
{bat it was impossible to find any reduction 
in public expenditure that did not arouse 
opposition. The Post Office was being carried 
on at a loss which, in the year 1927-28, was 
about £264,000. That loss was incurred 
though the letter rate was twopence. In 
Great Britain, where the letter rate was three 
halfpence, there was a profit, due to the 
larger population of that country, whereas 
in the Free State the population was sparse, 
and the postal service was disproportionate 
to the revenue obtained. The six days a 
week service was being cut down in rural 
areas. 

In some areas already there were only three 
davs a week deliveries, and these areas 
would not suffer by the change. There would 
be a transmission of mails at sub-post offices 
every day, and postmen would deliver letters 
to houses along their route. A great part of 
the service with the rural areas was un- 
economic, and the number of letters 
delivered was ,disproportionate to the cost 
of delivery—even with a three days’ delivery 
there would be a loss. 

There were areas where one delivery a day 
would not be sufficient or reasonable, but he 
thought that a three days’ delivery in other 
areas was fair and reasonable, all things 
considered. The great mass of the people in 
these areas would not be detrimentally 
affected at ull. The inconvenience to a num- 
ber of people would be very small. 


AN ALTERNATIVE INVITED. 
It was probable that the men who would 
lose their employment as letter-carriers had 
other resources; but whether or not that was 


so, every consideration would be given to 


them. Many of them would be given alter- 
nate davs’ work, and the Post Office would 
take care that the minimum of hardship 
was imposed upon them.

With reference to de-ratin , the Minister 
said that the matter had wen receiving care- 
ful attention for several months past. In 
Kngland the cost of de-rating agricultural 
land was a very smal! portion of the cost of 
the whole scheme. It was estimated that 
after a tew years the entire cost of the de- 
rating proposal would be defrayed from the 
fourpenny duty on petrol, but, so far as the 
Free State was concerned, de-rating, along 
the lines adopted in Great Britain, would cost. 
from £2,100,000 to £2,400,000. The yield 
rom a fourper.ny duty on petrol here would 
be about £300.000, so that the particular duty 
—which, in Great Britain, after a year or two, 
would defray the entire cost of the scheme— 
in the Free State would defray only from 
one-seventh to one-eighth of the cost. 

The reactions of de-rating on the whole 
problem of local government would be very 
serious, because there would be County 
Councils which would get ninety per cent. 
of their revenue from the central Exchequer, 
and that would make it entirely impossible 
to let local government remain in its present 
form, or, perhaps, at all. 

In Encland the value of agricultural land 
was a little over 2 per cent. of the entire 
valuation ; in Scotland 6 per cent., in North- 
ern Ireland 38 per cent., while in the Free 
State it was 65 per cent., and undoubtedly 
a county council which had only raised one- 
tenth of its revenue by striking a rate and 
got nine-tenths from the Central Exchequer 
would, in one way or another, manage ‘to 
indulge in an orgy of expenditure. On 
the other hand, if the central Government 
assumed contro] of services now locally ad- 
ministered and paid out of rates, there would 
be no force at all in the country that would 
stand for any limitation of expenditure. It 
would take a very considerable series of new 
taxes to raise a revenue of £2,400,000,

THE REMOVAL OF KING 


WILLIAM THE THIRD. 

The Local Elections (Dublin) Bill, 1929. 
which extends the period of office of the 
Dublin Commissioners until September 30th 
1930, passed its second stage, and, on the 
motion of Mr. Milroy, the Standing Orders 
were suspended to enable the remaining 
stuges of the bil] to be passed, 
On the motion that the final stage be 
passed, 
Sir JOHN KEANE said that he wished to 
refer to a question bearing on the pslicy 
of the Dublin Commissioners. He de- 
sired to know if the Government intended 
to take any action in regard to recent events 
in connection with statues. in the city. ile 
raised the point ‘in no narrow or sectarian 
aspect, but because the history of the city 
was bound up with its statues. They could 
not take a narrow or party view of events of 
the past. It was most unfortunate that a 
certain famous statue—that of King William 
lil.—had been removed from its place in 
College Green, where it stood for some two 
hundred years.  I1t would be regrettable il 
the statue were not to re-appear. He would 
like am assurance from the Minister as to 
whether it»was the intention to preserve 
these historic limks with the past. The figure 
had been injured many years ago, and it 
was restored by a Nationalist Corporation, 
when, he understood, Daniel O’Connell was 
Lord Mayor. He felt that an effort should 
be made to restore the statue. 
Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local Go- 
vernment, said that he had no more power 
over the Commissioners than-he would have 
over the Dublin Corporation in relation to 
the question of what statues were to remain 
in the streets or which statues were to be 
removed. 
Sir JOHN KEANE asked if they were to 
take it that the Minister had no influence al 
all over the Commissioners, and. could not 
express an opinion to the Commissioners. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that the matter 
might be raised in some other way, and not 
on a bill like that. 

The final stage of the bill was passed, as 
was the final stage of the Defence Forces 
(Temporary Provisions) Bill. 


AN UNDESIRABLE IMMIGRANT. 


The Destructive Insects and Pests Bill was 
next taken up on the second reading. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, said 
that the bill was designed to ensure that they 
would be able to deal with a certain pest— 
which was now almost endemic in France— 
if it reached this country. The export trade 
in potatoes was increasing every year, and 
they thought that every precaution should 
be taken to enable them to deal with any 
threat to the purity of their supplies. This 
country was in a very favourable position at 
present, and black scab in the potato crop 
was almost entirely absent. The bill would 
enable them to deal with a certain pest—the 
Colorado bettle—which emanated from 
America,

IMPLEMENTING THE REPORT

Mr. ALFRED BYRNE moved a resolution 
asking the Government to take steps to 
remedy the grievances of town tenants, 
whether by implementing the report of the 
Commission on the subject or Otherwise. He 
said that landlords, expecting the tenants of 
small shops to get protection within a month 
or two, were rushing tenants to Court and 
getting orders against them. Occupants ol 
premises in Ta!bot street and North Strand 
road, Dublin, were special victims of this 
class of house-owner. He trusted that legis- 
Jation would be introduced in the near future 
to protect victims of the delay.

Up to the end 
of last year over one million houses had been 
built in Great Britain under the 1923 and 
1924 Housing Acts, Even allowing for the 
proportionate difference in population, the 
Saorstat contribution towards a solution of 
the housing problem was hegligible. . The 
Free State had barely made up the norma! 
wastage. They had been 40, houses in 
arrears at the commencement of the Great 
War; no building was done during the war, 
und since then they had barely met the 
normal wastage. 

The problem was a serious one, and State 
aid was essential. “No bank would advance 
money for the purchase of a house for a 
longer period than ten years, atid the 
annvities would be a heavy burden in such 
cases. ~-Byery facility ‘should be given to 
local -autherities for housiug schemes, and 
also to privaté *beculators. He realised that 
the question was an economio one, but it 
i was terrible to see the Commissioners for 
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huts on the outskirts of the city for the 
accommodation of large families. That 
policy would inevitably mean the creation of 
new slum areas on some of the finest’ boule’ 
vards on the outskirts of the city. 
PURCHASE MADE EASIER. 

Mr. M. COMYN supported both the motion 
and the amendment, and advocated the “prin- 
ciple of fixity of tenure, fair rent and free 
sale, but these should be ruled by justice. 
What was required was some provision 
whereby the tenant could be purchaser with- 
out making any lodgment whatever in cash. 
The consequence would be that the specula- 
tive builder of houses for the sake of rent 
would necessarily come to an end. Encourage- 
ment to the speculative builder craic 
evr by legislation to legalise 

tween the speculative builder and the pro- 
Spective purchaser whereby the house or 
houses could be built to the order of the 
ver owed out of money to be advanced by 
ocal authorities or by the State. He con- 
demned the class of houses which were at 
present being erected on the fine new avenues 
which were opened in the several suburbs of 
Dublin. 

Mr. BAGWELL spoke against both the 
motion and the amendment. There was, he 
said, much in the report of the Town Tenants 
Commission with which he did not agree. 
They could deal with the bill on its merits 
when it came along, but to vote for this 
motion would mean committing oneself to 
everything in the Commission's roport. It 
| was a very complicated subject. He was 
going to vote against the motion, because he 
was opposed to further interference with 
freedom of contract. 

FREEDOM OF CONTRACT. 

In his opinion the housing difficulty had 
largely been caused by interference with 
freedom of contract, and the more they 
interfered the worse things would become. 
There was no analogy between this housing 
question and land legislation, because in 
one case the land was there and could not 
be reduced, but in the case of houses it 
was possible to stop the supply of houses 
very easily, and that was what would come 
about if this thing were driven too far. 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that satisfactory 

using went nearer to the root of their 
social difficulties than anything else. They 
should, however, pause before they set up 
the hierarchy of officials involved in putting 
into force an idea of this kind. House

While there was a shortage of houses, there 
should be restriction as to the rents charge- 
able by landlords. In so far as the Town 
Tenants’ Commission failed to make such a 
provision, he thought the report faulty, and 
it should not be followed. It was neces- 
sary, in the interests of ce, order and 
good government, that house tenants should 
be protected against overcharge. 

Mr. BYRNE said that he would accept 
the amendment.

The members of the Irish Aero Club 
entertained Colonel James C. Fitzmaurice at 
# farewell banquet in the Metropole 
Restaurant, Dublin, last night, Mr. 0. 
Esmonde presiding over a large gathering. 
The toast of “ Ireland ” having been 
honoured, 

The Chairman proposed the toast of 
Colonel Fitzmaurice, the first Chairman of 
the Irish Aero Club, who, he said, had not 
only done honour to his country, but had 
also done her an inestimable service by 
showing to the other nations of the world 
the ideal geographical situation of Ireland 
where flying was concerned. Nor was that 
all: Colonel Fitzmaurice had, by his achieve- 
ments, given a new objective and a new 
ideal to the young people of this country, 
and opened up new horizons and new possi- 
bilities. 

Flying was going to be the most important 
profession in the world within their lifetime. 
Already large numbers of young men from 
Dublin and the Free State were joining 
the British and American Air Services. 
The science of aviation was uliarly suited 
to the temperament, of the Irish people, and 
he hoped that there would be sufficient realisa- 
tion of the importance of this great profes- 
sion to enable young Irishmen to take up the 
profession and make a success of it in the 
interests of their own country. 

Concluding, the speaker said that Colonel 
Fitzmaurice would not be forgotten by his 
countrymen and women, 

Colone] Fitzmaurice, responding, expressed 
regret at having, for the time being, to sever 
his connection with «he Irish Aero Club, but 
looked forward to nis return. Speaking of 
flying generally, he said that statistics showed 
that the number of people killed was very 
small compared with the number of miles 
flown. Aviation was as safe, if not safer, than 
other means of communication. 

Ireland was the logical point to connect 
Europe with America, and they could prove 
that by developing aviation. One of his ob- 
jects in going to the United States and Canada 
was to convince shipping companies and other 
firms that Galway was the ideal place for a 
line of travel. 

Proposing the toast of ‘‘The Irish Aero 
Club,” Mr. James Dolan said that the club 
was serving a very useful purpose, and had 
laid the basis for the development of flying 
in the country. 

Senator Gogarty responded, and said 
that Ireland was marooned so far as shipping 
interests were concerned. although it occupied 
a tremendously important geographical posi- 
tion. 

At the conclusion of the dinner, Colonel 
Fitzmaurice was the recipient, on behalf of 
the Irish Aero Club, of an old Irish silver 
tea set. The presentation was made by 
Colonel C. Russell, Vice-President of the Irish 
Aero Club, who congratulated Colonel Fitz- 
maurice on his achievement, and wished him 
“God speed.”

Kennedy and McGonagle) said that he 
appeared for about one hundred residents 
of Howth to oppose these applications. 

The Rev. Father Valentine, C.C., said that 
the later the hours, of closing, the worse the 
condition of affairs. He heard brawling 
noises in ‘the public-houses; and, in his 
opinion, the scenes enacted in Howth on 
Sunday wa were anything. but edifying. 

Replying to Mr. O'Reilly, witness said that 
he looked on ninety-five per cent. of Sunday 
visitors to the Howth publichouses as '' bona 
fide drunkards.”’ 

The Rev. Mr. Powell, Rector of Howth, 
upposed the alteration of hours in the 
licensed houses, and said that he had fre- 
quently heard loud shouting at about ten on 
Sunday evenings. 

There also were applications of a similar 
nature from James P. Gibney, Abbey Tavern, 
Howth, for whom Mr. Patrick F. O'Reilly, 
solicitor, appeared, and Messrs. Cassidy, 
Howth, who were represented by Mr, Philip 
Smith, solicitor,

A AE to an ideal which all Irishmen 
erished—the hope of ultimate unity. They 
were reminded of historic parallels of a great 
motherland which had the power, as he hoped 
she would have in the future, of amalgamating 
foreign and heterogeneous elements to herselt. 
That was a note which struck a responsive 
chord in many hearts. He could not reconcile 
it with other remarks, warnings and threats ; 
indeed, with language which almost amounted 
to eneers and gibes at those differing from 
the speakers and who ventured to express 
opinions which they. conscientiously held. 

It was the first time since he had 
been in the Dail that they had been 
recommended to speak with bathed breath 
and whispering humbleness. He was not 
going to listen to that warning, as he did 
not believe it represented the opinion of the 
Dail. It was not good that they should come 
there and not express openly what they be- 
lieved. : 

He knew that in an ideal State there 
should be no lawyers at all, but as the Free 
State was only approximating towards per- 
fection they must lad lawyers. It seemed 
now to be resented that they should have 
tried to express views—views that they knew 
were held conscientiously by two great pro- 
fessions in the country. He found it hard 
to reconcile these professions of mutual 
toleration, these aspirations for mutual under- 
standing and toleration, and with the advo- 
cacy of methods which, to say the least, were 
intolerant, indeed. 

DEPUTIES WITH TWO VOICES. 

One could not speak with two voices in 
this matter, and there were two voices in 
speeches that had been made. 

It was said that Irish was a good thing, 
and, therefore, compulsory Irish was a good 
thing. That argument involved a flagrant 
fallacy. They who protested against com 
pulsory Irish were far from _ protesting 
against the revival, the preservation and the 
encouragement of Irish by any eyuitable 
means, It was, he thought, idle to make 
such protestations; for the Minister for 
Finance had discovered that they did not 
know what they said, or else that they dix 
not mean what they said. His (the Minis 
ter’s) words meant that they who were ir 
favour of the legitimate encouragement oí 
Irish were either self-deceived, or were de 
ceiving the Dail. Did the Minister believ» 
bat everyhody in the Dail who did not 

now Iris hated it and was out to kill it? 
in the speeches made on the bill, one thing 
he (Professor Alton) noticed was that a number 
of the speakers who declared themselves 
papeaters of the bill in the same breadth 
acknowledged their ignorance of Irish. 
MEASURE ON CRUTCHES. 

The bill hobbled along to the Committtee 
Stage on bad logic, worse psycliology, and 
on two crutches. The Minister for Justice 
said. that the bill had introduced a new 
principle, that of compelling persons receiving 
no public money, and who had made no 
demand for financial assistance, to Jearn Irish. 
The result would be that for some time the 
students would neither know Jaw nor Irish. 
The extra study would involve considerable 
cost, and he thought that the promoters of 
the bill had overlooked making provision for 
this monetary liability, 

The bill, he was sorry to say, would en- 
courage studénts to go across the water and 
be called to other Bars, and perhaps after 
three years come back to practice here, as they 
were entitled to do. It also involved 
an attack on the quality of their jurists, and 
its biggest cost would be the loss in con- 
fidence and in good-will, because they should 
understand one another and not suspect one 
another. 

The one thing they were all trying for was 
to bring about permanent unity. There was 
no reason why they should not join together 
in certain places, and he put it that they 
were going a long way to delay the attain- 
ment of that ideal. Compulsory Irish would 
be an acid that would corrode the very roots 
on which union would grow. He thought the 
bill was a mistake, and would have far- 
reaching and disruptive consequences. 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin, N.) said 
that he did not think that anyone on that 
side of the House would desire that any vote 
on that bill should be understood to indicate 
their adherence to any bill or measure that 
would make for ill-feeling, or make for dis- 
union in this country. They were as anxious 
as any party in Ireland to see that nothing 
should be done but what would make for 
good feeling. They wanted Irish a living 
language, as the national language of the 
country, and if they ‘got friendly co-operation 
on that basis they would go as far as they 
could to meet people. If there was to be an 
understanding on this matter, he would like 
to know where they stood, and whether the 
people who were opposing compulsory Irish 
for lawyers were opposing it because it was 
compulsory, or because it was Irish. This 
bill would help both Universities in the Free 
State to march a little together on the ques- 
tion of Irish. 

At 10.30 progress was reported, and the 
debate was adfourned to Friday. 

THE DUGGAN CASE 

SETTLEMENT. 
“ A FREQUENT ‘THING ” 
INCOME TAX CASES. 

Mr. P. J. RUTTLEDGE (F.F., Mayo, N.) 
usked the Minister for Finance whether he 
would state (a) what was the total liability 
alleged against the defendant in the case of 
the Revenue Commissioners v. J. Duggan ; 
(b) what sum had the Revenue Commissioners 
accepted in satisfaction of their claim: (c) 
on what grounds did the State forego the 
balance of claim. 

Mr. D. FTZGERALD, for the Minister of 
Finance, stated that the unpaid duty in re- 
spect of which the prosecution took place 
was £187 ls. The proceedings were not 
for the recovery of the duty, but the recovery 
of penalties for failure to pay the several 
amounts included in the total sum mentioned 
and for other offences against the law relating 
to the duty on bets. “The total of the penal- 
ties sued for was £42,000. 

The Revenue Commissioners had accepted 
a total penalty of £9,000, together with 
£187 1s. in respect of duty outstanding and 
£659 to cover the cost of the proceedings. 

The Revenue Commissioners were advised 
by their counsel and by the Attorney-General] 
that, if the cases were tried to a conclusion, 
the total penalties which they would recover 
would not exceed £9,000. ‘The award of 
penalties would not carry an award of costs, 
which could not be recovered by the State 
in Excise cases; nor would it involve pay- 
ment of the duty outstanding. The settle- 
ment was, therefore, an advantageous one 
from the Revenue point of view. Further- 
more, the settlement obviated the piling up 
of a considerable bill for irrecoverable costs 
and the expenditure of the time over a long 
period of a large number of officials. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE—Was the charge against 
defendant a criminal charge, and, if so, why 
was it settled? 

Mr. FITZGERALD—You will have to ask 
the Minister for Finance. 6 

Mr. G. BOLAND (F.F., Roscommon) — 
Is not the question addressed to the Minister 
for Finance? 

Mr. FITZGERALD — This is a _ supple- 
mentary question, and the Minister of 
Finance is not here. 

Mr. LITTLE—How does this compare with 
the penalties inflicted in similar cases on 
persons who are now in prison ? 

Mr. FITZGERALD--I could not say. The 
deputy has heard that the Revenue (ommis- 
sioners were advised that, if these cases were 
tried to a conclusion, it was unlikely that 
they would recover a larger penalty than

Mr. RUTTLEDGE—Was the Minister for 
Justice consulted in this matter ? 

Mr. FITZGERALD—That I could not say. 

“FISH OF ONE AND——” 

On the motion for the adjournment, 

Mr. P. J. RUTTLEDGE raised the question

Act, 1890. It was quite a frequent thing in 
Income Tax cases, afd it was done in con- 
nection with almost all classes of revenue 
cases. The Attorney-General had not ad 
vised that they would not succeed in these 
cases; he advised that he was satisfied that 
in certain of them it was most probable that 
they would not succeed. 

ith regard to the ground 
lieving that the penalty 
mitigated, he referred the Deputy 
the Citroén cars smuggling case. “hat 
a case with which at one point it was pro- 
posed to settle for a specified sum, but 
the defendants were prepared to give £2,00! 
less, so that the settlement broke down, 
and as a result of the Justice’s decision the 
revenue had lost a substantial sum through 
failure to get a settlenient.

This matter was 
qealt with in the normal way, and there was 
no pressure of any sort from him for a settle-

Mr. RUTTLEDGE asked if the Minister 
could state the number of cases in which

The MINISTER—I could not state it 


definitely. 
A WATERFORD CASE. 

In reply to a further question by Mr. 
Ruttledge, as to the case of a man 
named Eastwood, in Waterford, 

Mr. BLYTHE said he presumed that he 
had not paid his fine and had gone to jail 
in default. There was no such thing in the 
Duggan case of a man being sentenced to 
imprisonment. ’ 

Mr. MAcENTEE (F.F.) asked if the 
Revenue Commissioners could not appeal 
against the decision in the Citroén case? 

The MINISTER—That is a question that is 
encaging attention. 

Mr. LITTLE—Will the defendant in the 
Duggan case be deprived of his licence?

APATHETIC VOTERS.

From Our SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Wednesday. 

General apathy in the election of the new 
Corporation in Cork marked the polling 
to-day, and it is calculated that only slightly 
over fifty per cent. of the entire electorate 
exercised the franchise. The total number 
of voters on the register is 27,238, and I was 
informed this evening that only 14,300 
voters had polled. 

A drizzling rain throughout the day 
possibly had its effect on the poll, but even 
after business hours the increased activity at 
the various booths was only slight. 

The number of candidates for the twenty- 
one seats probably confused the issue, and 
it is certain that, in the vast majority of 
cases, the voters did not extend their mental 
activities beyond single figures. 

The sixty-eight nominations were made up 
as follows:—Labour, twenty-one; Business 
Party, ten; Cumann na nGaedheal, eleven; 
Fianna Fail,: nine; Independents, seventeen. 

The smallness of the poll makes a forecast 
of the successful candidates well nigh impos- 
sible, especially as, except in the case of the 
Fianna Fail Party, a “ticket vote ” was not 
made, and, possibly, there may be several 
surprises in the Independent ranks. 

The counting of the votes will be com- 
menced to-morrow morning, but, in view of 
the size of the ballot papers, it will prove 
to be a slow process, and although the first 
preferences will be passed in the afternoon, 
the complete count will not have concluded 
before. Sunday night. The quota will be in 
the region of six hundred, but it is doubtful 
if any of the candidates received this number 
of first preference yotes.

CHARGE AGAINST DUBLIN 


OFFICERS.

Thomas Barrett, of Coombe street, sum- 
moned Relieving Officer D. Fogarty, of 23 
Gilbert road, Fairbrothers Fields, and oi 
Peter Street Dispensary, for that, on or about 
February 20 and 27, the defendant did wil- 
fully neglect or disobey Article 48 of the 
General Order of the Local Government 
Board of Ireland, dated December 18, 1882.

THE LETTING OF LODGES.
